The arrival of General Booth and hie 
itaffin Ottawa made yeaterday a bun 
and a nntahledny for the local brand 
of the Salvation Army. The soldiem 
were all agog with expectation from 
early morning, and were determined 
thst the Gonool's welcome eliould he a 
ronsing one. When the 0, P, B. train 
from Montreal bearing tho famous ShI- 
vationist arrived at the Union Depot at 
12:BC Qieie wah a >irg» w»wd ysthcred, 
incladmg nearly overy soldier of tho 
Ottawa corps, Ab the General stepped 
to the platform he waa welcomed with 
several volleys of cheers. He at ouee 
entered a carriage, accompanied by Col. 
Dowdle and Btaff-Capt. Vint, of Eng- 
land, and Commissioner Cooubs, and 
drove to the residence of Mr. John M. 
iluagrove, whose gueat he is. Beveral 
other officers accompanied the General 
from Mondesi, and also a good brass 
hand, which belongs to tho Head-Quar- 
ters Staff, Toronto. When tho General 
left the station a procession was formed, 
and with fiogn flying and drums beat- 
ing, the uimy m=rdied. to liio tanacka 
and dispersed lor dinner. 

Tire norjKEss 'Jlicio, 
S!iOrtly after two o'clock the officers 



and membera of the Ottawa corps, with 
the visiting officers and band, reassem- 
bled at the barracks, and under the 
leadership of Colonel Dowdle, and Com- 
missioner Coombs, a procession waa 
formed. Headed by tho hand the Army 
passed along Sparks street, and by .way 
Df Metcalfe to the Grand Opera House, 
where the General awaited their arrival. 
There a "holiness meeting'' was held. 
The lower part of the house was pretty 
well filled* and to moke things snug the 
Btage was not wed, tho General and of- 
ficers taking their stand in front of the 
orchestra railing. As the General ex- 
plained, the meeting was intended more 
especially for tho benefit of the soldiers 
of the local corps, to whom he princi- 
pally addressed hie remarks throughout* 
Tho meeting was opened with prityer 
by CoL Dowdle, and songs followed. 
The General offered a prayer, and sub- 
sequently started to read a few ver- 
sea of Scripture, hut before he hadgono 
far he struck a vein of thought, and he- 
gan to speak with exhortation and ad- 
vice to the soldiers present. His address 
was a remarkable one, and thoroughly 
characteristic of the methods of thu 
Army. He was by turns humorous, 
pathetic, common-place and forcible. 
Occasionally ho gave forth sparks of 
rhetoric, more often he waa subdued in 
his language. But earnestness shone 
through the whole address, and the 
General communioated his eamcBtnesn 
we proceeded to tha Imperial Courts of**? nIfi audience. The day war. eold,and 
at one tune the audience seamed cold 
loo. The General caught on at once, 
and an impassioned appeal struck 
warmth into the soldier's hearts, 
" Wake up, my friends ; we*re juBt as 
cold as if we were in church. Every- 
body shake hands with somebody else," 
And everybody shook hands with an- 
other body. The meeting aeemed to

Mr. and Mrs. Bal- 
lington Booth left Loudon without the 
accompaniment of showers of rice and 
old slippers— wkiob. aro condemned by 
the Army as acts of folly — on a visit to 
Norfolk.

Spare me for her sake and 
if I can bo good and can serve- Thee X 
win. 

When in India he received a lattor 
from his wife in which lie heard of tbo 
Army* for the firet time. His wife said 
that they marched up and down their

Sometimes ho would go to tho church 
hnt there was no Hatialootion for him 
thero, en another occasion he went to 
chepol but that would not euit bim.

Ho was seeking for true religion, 
and his spiritual instincts which liad

He was on the point of wandering off to 
America ; but t yielding to hie wife's en-
